But it should be 
fairly safe to predict that the 30-year friend- 
ship treaty into which the Soviet Union and 
the Republic of China have just entered 
Will prové mutually beneficiat-and-become 
an important instrument in the gradual 
evolution of peaceful and demoératic pro- 
gress throughout Asia. 

Apart from the fact that this new agree- 
ment is a tribute to the statesmanship: of 
Dr. T. V. Soong, the Premier of China, 
which delegates to the San Francisco Con- 
ference marked with particular interest, 
its main purpose clarifies in unmistakable 
fashion Russian policy as it will concern 
the basic political and. economic changes 
determined by the defeat and capitulation 
of Japan. The rapid advance of the Soviet 
armies into Manchuria and the completion 
of their occupation 6f that impertant..area 
had given the skeptics and rabid Russo- 
phobes a text with which to revive their 
suspicions of the Moscow government. Some 
of them were quite convinced that an ar- 
rangement would be reached with the Com- 
munist elements in North China for joint 
contro] of this territory—with an eventual 


aphere of Russian influence that boded ill | 


for the government of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. And the absence of any. defini- 
tion of policy from the Soviet capital, of 
course, had no doubt caused a little appre- 
hension in other quarters—not necessarily 
in either London or Washington where 
Generalissimo Stalin's intentions were well 
known and understood. 

Under the terms of the treaty published 
simultaneously in Moscow and Chungking 
last night, however, Manchuria is to be 
returned to the Chinese; Russian troops 
will be withdrawn within three months of 
the Japanese surrender; the Manchyrian 
port of Darien will be administered by 


China as a free area for the use of all | 


nations; the Chinese Eastern and Southern 
Manchurian Railways and Port Arthur will 
be operated jointly; and Outer Mongolia’s 
political independence will be left to the 
decision of the people within ‘that terri- 
tory. While the provisions of the agree- 
ment indicate clearly that the Moscow gov- 
ernment has no imperialistic designs i 
the Orient; the fact that they virtually 
ignore the Yenan regime implies that the 
way to a peaceful settlement between the 
Nationalist government at Chungking and 
the Communists of the north may soon be 
clearly presented. And as if to lend emphasis 
to this desire and prospect the treaty

BALLOONS WERE A FLOP 


Now IT CAN BE TOLD THAT NO 

fewer than 150 Japanese balloons came 
to earth on Canadian territory between the 
beginning of the year and V.J Day. They 
were discovered in various’ spots between 
the 49th parallel and northern latitudes, 
and as far east as Winnipeg. 

Official disclosure of the forggoing by 
the authorities at Ottawa should’ be noted 
in conjunction with the wails that went 
up to high heaven from Tokyo over the 
“inhumanity” of the atomic bomb which 
shook «the “divine dynasty” and almost 
obliterated Hiroshima and Nagasaki. It is 
true, of course, that the balloon bomb did 
not compare with the atomic; but the man- 
ner in which the balloon was used was 
infinitely, more barbaric. 

Not even the enemy made any claims as 
to accuracy fo? their balloon bombers.” The 
Japs simply released them, hoping they 
might explode with damaging effect some- 
where. They knew that the mathematical 
chances were several thousand to 
against them exploding on any military 
objective. They knew that victims’ were 
more likely to be innocent persons than any- 
one actively connected withthe Allied war 
effort.. Indeed, the only victims were six 
small childreri on a picnic. By way of con- 
trast, the atomic bomb was used as a pre- 
cision weapon. Only two were dropped, 
each upon a prime military target. 

The difference is that the Allied airmen 
adhered fo thé “rules 6? “War With “ther 
atomic bombs. The Japs, with their balloon 
bombs, violated all rules of war. The fact 
that the Jap weapon proved a complete 
fiasco in a military sense was due to no lack 
| of desire on the part of the enemy. It was 
| the worst thing he could think of doing 
under the circumstances, and he did it. 
The only reason his balloons were not laden 
with atomic bombs was the fact that 
did not know the atomic secret.

taken acutely ill, or were hurt, or 
who came to have a baby, When 


we hear that a friend or relative | 


has been taken to the hospital 
we have a natural desire to visit, 
but before yielding to the im- 
pulse; we should ask ourselves if 
we would want visitors at this 
time 

Physicians usually prescribe 
several days of complete rest fol- 
lowing an operation or serious 
iliness, and jimit visitors to a 
few members of the itnmediate 
family. You may find this out by 
calling the home or the hospital 
in advance, 

Most patients dislike having 
visitors come too soon. Women 
want to look their best at all 
times, and if you come before 
they have a chance to fix up, 
they will not like it. Men have 
told me that they dislike receiv- 
Ing visitors while they are flat 
on their backs, as it is difficult 
to carry on a conversation from 
this position, 


BE BRIEF 

Make your visit brief. Most of 
us tire easily after an operation 
or an acute illness. Patients need 
the extra rest. With the large 
number of patients and * the 
shortage of help, treatments 
must be carried out on schedule. 
In addition certain drugs are 
given at regular intervals in 
ordex to,abtain their maximum 
effect. Only a 1 sae e i 
visit. a sick person at a’ time. 
The number who visit during the 
day should be restricted. 

Hospital patients seem differ- 
‘ent from those at home to some 
people. We wouldn’t think of 
pushing by the front door of a 
home and going right up.to the 
sick room and staying as long as 
we please. But many hospital 
visitors resent being told that 
they must obey the rules which 
are made for the patient's pro- 
tection. 

Make your visit productive of 
good, Do not use the opportunity 
to tell about your own troubles. 
Few people are interested in the 
other fellow’s troubles at any 
time, and this is especially true 
when we are sick. Visitors should 
not try to cheer patients. They 
should be just as natural as 
possible.
